Indiana farmers are getting su spic­ 
iou s cf circu lars that are being cent 
ou t from the capital by the State sta­ 
tistician which pretends to want to 
get a line on the wealth of the State 
to be u sed for statistical pu rposes. 
And it is well that they shou ld. As 
conditions now are, the man with 
“ v isible” property 
is 
pay ing 
the 
greater bu rden of tax es. 
He, with a 
farm, large or small, and witli pigs, 
pou ltry , cows, calv es, horse.* old or 
y ou ng, corn in the crib and wheat in 
the barn, meat in the barrel or any 
wliere else on the first day of March 
each y ear mu st pay on it. 
And the 
law requ ires that the farmer mu 9 t 
list ev ery farm implement, harness 
and rig 
He mu st tell the assessor 
how many plows, bees and cords of 
wood he has. 
And his wife most tell 
the nu mber of pou nds of batter, dozen 
of eggs and gallons of milk she has 
made du ring the y ear. 
If a patch of 
potatoes has been planted, the farmer 
mu st tell how big 
it was and how 
many potatoes were grown in it. 
He mu st list with the assessor the 
nu mber of acres of corn, wheat, oats, 
ry e, meadow, peas, Doans. apples and 
gallons of sorghu m and maple sy ru p 
and su gar made du ring the y ear. 
In 
fact, nothing, not ev en the dog. is 
permitted to gwt away from the farm 
er when it comes to pav ing tax es. 
This same ru le applies to the small 
farmers and to the teamsters, the dray ­ 
man and all others whose property is 
v isible. 
They cannot hide it 
from 
the tax collector. 


Local stock bu y ers and shippers de­ 
clare there is little likelihood of a de 
crease in the marketing of hogs for 
some time, as the majority of the 
raisers seem fconv inced that there is 
little prospect for better prices. 
How­ 
ev er, many of the shippers believ e the 
recov ery pf better v alu es will be real­ 
ized by the middle of Febru ary .

The following letter from Postmaster Ben. L. McFarlan is 
of ínteres to a 1 ou r su bscribers who receiv e their paper by mail: 


Ru shv ilie, Ind. Jan.qth, iqc8. 
To The Pu blishers of The Repu blican: 
You r attention is calied to the 
following changes in the Postal Laws effectiv e April ist. 19 08 . 
Section 436, Paragraph 3. 
A reasonable time will be allowed pu blishers to secu re renew­ 
als of su bscriptions, bu t u nless su bscriptions are ex pressly renewed 
after the term for which they are paid, within the following periods: 
Dailies, within 
three 
months; 
Semi-Weeklies, within nine months; 
They shall not be cou nted in the legitmate list of su bscribers, and cop 
pies mailed on accou nt thereof shall not be accepted for mailing at the 
second class rate of postage of one cent a pou nd, bu t may be 
mailed at the transient rate of one cent for each copy , prepaid by 
stamps affix ed. 
The right of a pu blisher to ex tend credit fcr su bscrip­ 
tions is not denied or qu estioned, bu t his compliance or non-compli­ 
ance with this regu lation will be taken into consideration in determin­ 
ing whether the pu blication is entitled to transmission at the second- 
class postage rates.

On April first (time set by Uncle Sam) we will hav e to discon­ 
tinu e all papers that are not paid u p to that time, (April ist,^iqo8 ) 
We wou ld ask that any su bscriber whose red tag on the paper 
does not read “iaplo8 ” or later, giv e this matter their immediate atten­ 
tion. Remember this is Uncle Sam’s law,—not ou rs.

Wild Turkeys For Massachusetts. 
Wild turkeys for Massachusetts for­ 
ests is the latest project of Professor 
Charles F. Hodge of Clark uuiversity. 
at Worcester, Mass., and he has the 
figures brought out to the enthusiastic 
limit, says the Worcester Telegram. 
With a start of a dozen pairs of the 
wild birds of the south he would have 
Massachusetts 
woods 
occupied 
by 
3.244,911.744 beautiful wild turkeys in 
ten years, allowing for a few* acci­ 
dental shots and some misfortunes. 
The project is worth trying if the 
hunters can control their desire to g et 
a few hundred thousand of the mil­ 
lions before they grow up. 
The wild 
turkey makes the best sport that hunt­ 
ers know on the wing after it is well 
understood and considering the value 
of the food wrheu the game is cooked. 
The wild turkey is a iordly bird 
w~hen he has a reasonable chance for 
life, aud he is at the same time so fool­ 
ish that he can be caught easily. 
The 
Mongoliau pheasant is said to be a fail­ 
ure in Massachusetts w’oods, and it is 
very unpopular with people who have 
regard for other birds. 
The pheasant 
is a robber aud destroyer without gain 
to itself. 
The w ild turkey has a good 
reputation in the south and is winning 
new popularity. 
The professor says 
it would cost only $ G0 fora dozen pairs, 
and they would make a reputation for 
Massachusetts by 
raising something 
like ten birds a year to each couple.

London, Jan. 30.—Big as is the Lib­ 
eral program of legislation for the 
session of parliam ent which has just 
opened, and earnest as the govern­ 
ment leaders have shown themselves 
t a be in their endeavors to meet the 
viewrs of all factions, constituting the 
present radical m ajority in the house 
of commons, there is a well-defined 
feeling of disappointm ent among the 
ministerial supporters that the cab­ 
inet has not been more definitely rad­ 
ical in its proposals. 
The speeches of the cabinet repre­ 
sentatives since the last session of 
parliament has led to the expectation 
of more definite proposals with regard 
to the governm ent’s Irish policy, old 
age pensions and education, to m en­ 
tion only a few subjects of reference 
to which in the k ing’s speech did not 
satisfy the respective elements espe­ 
cially interested therein. 
Rumors from Dublin had forecasted 
another Irish councils bill, but there 
has been substituted for this a m eas­ 
ure which, if it passes, will only de­ 
prive the landlords of their grazing 
lands in certain sections. 
Similarly, 
forecasts with regard to educational 
and old age pensions proposals prom­ 
ised much more than indicated by the 
references to these m atters in the 
speech from the throne. 
There is an 
inclination to believe - that the k ing 
used his influence as far as he wras 
able without overstepping the consti­ 
tutional bounds, to modify the more 
sweeping proposals with which the 
cabinet is credited by those usually in 
their confidence.

“ Stupendous” 
was the wrord frequently heard in the 
lobbies of parliam ent applied to this 
program. 
Mr. Balfour, leader of the 
opposition party, in the course of the 
debate on the address in reply to the 
speech from the throne, declared that 
it could not be carried through with­ 
out an unprecedentedly violent use of 
the guillotine, which practically would 
stifle free debate. 
H erbert H. Asquith, chancellor of 
the exchequer, who in the absence of 
the premier, Sir Henry Campbell-Ban­ 
nerm an, assum ed the leadership in 
the house of commons, adm itted that 
the dozen m easures mentioned in the 
k ing’s speech constituted a long list. 
Nevertheless, he added cheerfully, the 
governm ent not only proposes to car­ 
ry them, but “a great many others” 
are necessary to translate the plat­ 
form professions into the pages of the 
statute book s.

Harry Thaw Not Mentally 
Resp onsi­

New' York , Jan. 30.—Martin W. Lit­ 
tleton, chief counsel in the defense of 
H arry K. Thaw, ask ed for the acquit­ 
tal of his client upon the ground of 
insanity, declaring he could not see 
how, in the face of the evidence, the 
jury could render any other verdict. 
The serious and sincere evidence of 
(he defense tending to establish the 
insanity of the defendant, Mr. Little 
ton declared, has been answered only 
by the sneers and insinuations of Dis­ 
trict Attorney Jerome. 
These sneers 
and insinuations, Thaw ’s advocate as­ 
serted, wrere not the competent proof 
that the law' required the prosecuting 
authorities to produce, once the in­ 
sanity of the accused 
person 
was 
made the issue. 
He repeatedly urged 
upon the jury to rem em ber that in a 
case of this k ind the burden of proof 
rests w'holly upon the state to prove 
the sanity of the defendant beyond 
all reasonable doubt. 
Mr. Littleton w^armly defended Ev­ 
elyn Nesbit Thaw against the attack s 
of District Attorney Jerome. 
He said 
he could not understand w'hat she had 
done, w'hat great crime she had com­ 
mitted, considered in the light of all 
she had confessed herself to be, that 
the prosecutor should transcend all 
the rules of propriety and decency and 
attem pt to destroy her when in the 
next breath he w'as ready to “coddle 
and hug and vouch for the testimony 
of such a scoundrel as Abraham H. 
Hummel—the very vermin of the New' 
York bar.” 
The address of the defending attor­ 
ney took up all of yesterday’s sessions 
and District Attorney Jerom e is m ak ­ 
ing his reply today. 
Mr. Littleton’s 
argum ent was forceful and im pres­ 
sive. 
He refrained from appealing to 
the passions of the jurymen, and de­ 
voted himself to a logical considera­ 
tion of the facts as adduced in evi­ 
dence.
